FAITHFUL CATHOLICS' PREPARATION 



On Sunday, June 3, the Catholic church 
will celebrate the solemn feast ol Pente- 
cost, the time set for reminding the faith- 
ful of the occasion when the Holy Ghost 
came down from heaven in the form of 
fiery tongues and endowed the apostles 
with that wisdom that sent them forth to 
teach all nations the things revealed by 
our Blessed Saviour during his sojourn 
among them. 

Pentecost is a movable feaat and always 
occurs fifty days after Eaater. ten after 
Ascension' day. Eusebius, one of the 
early doctors of the church, tells us: 
••We prepare for the festival of Easter by 
fortv days of fasting, and we dispose our- 
selves for Pentecost by fifty days of a 
holy gladness." The same historian tells 
us: "At Esster baptism is received, at 
Pentecost the Holy Ghost is received 
snd this Is the perfection of baptism. 
The resurrection of Christ strengthened 
the apostles. It was Pentecost that per- 
fected their charity and made them 
Invincible. On this day the Holy Ghost 
was given to the apostles and to the 
church, with all the fulness needed to 
subjugate the whole world. Wherefore 
I regard Pentecost as the greatest of 

festivals. " 

After the ascension the apostles pre- 
pared themselves for the coming of the 
Holy Ghost. Together with the Blessed 
Virgin they shut tbetnselees in an upper 
Chamber and gave themselves to prayer 
and meditation. The church asks Chris- 
tians to make a like preparation for this 
solemn feast. 

Church history tells us that or* Sun- 
day, the dav of Pentecost, about B o'clock 
In the morning, as the disciples were sll 
togettftr, they suddenly heard a voice 
like that of a mighty wind coming from 
heaven. It filled the whole house. This 
signal of the arrival of the Holy Ghost 
is intended to rouse their attention. It 
is full of mysterv. The wind coming 
from on high, the harbinger of holy 
inspirations, is the breath of grace, which 
maintains our spiritual life, as the air 
maintains our p lysical life. Its impetu- 
osity shows the power of grace in chang- 
ing and vivif\ing our hearts. If it fills 
the whole hou«e it is because the Holy 
Ghost offers his gifts to people of every 
c mntry and he transforms us into new 
beings, penetrating all our faculties. 

The first prodigy is followed by another. 
There came down from heaven tongues 
of fire, which part and rest on the heads 
of all the members of the happv assem- 
bly. It is the Holy Gno-t himself who is 
pleated to take outward forms emblem- 
atic of the amazing effects that he pro- 
duces In our souls. Fire enlightens, 
tends upward, transforms into itself 
whatever it seiz s. Similar effects are 
produced by the Holy Ghost in our souls. 

The coming of the Holy Ghost 
announces that the Saviour is repairing 
the last eff;ct of sin. The desceudanta 
of Noah, having resolved on building the 
Tower of Babel, were scattered by means 
of a confusion of their language. The 
punishment of pride, this confusionlti 
language, brought about a confusion in 
ideas and a forgetfulness of holy tradi- 
tions. On \he other hand,, the descent 
of the Holy Ghost caused the disciples, 
those fishermen of "Galilee, to speak in 
divers tongues, so that whatever nation 
they addressed understood them. 

Monsignor Gaume, a famous French 
theologian of our own day, saya: "Juda- 
ism and Paganism fell to the ground, 
and Christianity arises on their ruins. 
We repeat, and be anre not to forget it, 
Pentecost is the date of that moral revo- 
lution, the most amazing of which history 
preserves a record. Thia fact is always 
living, always speaking, consoling the 
faith of some, grieving the infidelity of 
others, preaching to all the love of a 
religion that has changed the face of the 
world." . . .

First Communion Adminis- 
tered to Children and 
Adults. 



Last Sunday wss snother record-break- 
ing day for first communicants. The 
Rev. Father Thomas A. York adminis- 
tered the holy eucharist to a class of 
fifty-two boys snd girls st St. Paul's 
church at 8 o'clock, and at St. Peter's 
the Rev. Father Jerome Preisser, O. M. 
C, gave first holy communion to a class 
of thirty-three children at the same hour. 
A class of sixteen children spproached 
the holy sacrament of the altar for the 
first time at St. Philip Neri's church, 
the Rev. Ackerman being celebrant of the 
high mass. 

A class of ninety received first commu- 
nion st St. William's' st the 9 o'clock 
mass, the Rev. Father Denis Murphy 
officiating. Of this large class forty were 
adults and many of them were converts 
to the fsitb. The Rev. Esther Francis 
Helton, pastor of St. Augustine's church 
gave firat communion to a class ol twenty, 
two of whom were adults. 



This has been a great week for the 
local Hibernians from a social stand- 
point. Divisions 3 and 4 left the beaten 
track and gave novel entertainments and 
both were enjoyed by many members of 
all the other divisions. It is entertain- 
ments like these, where the members get 
moral and mental benefita, that increase 
the membership of the order. 

Division 3 held its meeting Mondsy 
night and quite a large crowd was pres- 
ent. President Patrick J. Welsh pre- 
sided and dispatched the routine business 
as quickly as possible. Applications for 
membership were msde by James Car- 
roll, Thomaa Malone, P. J. Langan, Murt 
Gallagher, William Mullarkey and James 
O'Connell. 

President Welsh yielded the gavel to 
John Hession, Chairman of the Enter- 
tainment Committee, who in a few well 
chosen words Introduced Dr. William B. 
Doherty, who was to deliver the address 
of the evening. There are few men in 
any walk of life better known in 
Louisville, particularly to the Irish peo- 
ple, than Dr. Doherty. His subject, 
"What Is Life?" was entertaining and 
instructively handled. The speaker talked 
informally aa he moved about the floor 
and not one word was lost on his audi- 
ence. 

The Irish people, Dr. Doherty said, 
were noted in the realms of poetry and 
romance as well as for picturesqueness of 
expression. They have succeeded in 
every walk of life and in every country. 
They have made admirable pbysiciana 
and surgeons, and next to the subject of 
saving immortal souls the most impor- 
tant is the saviug of life. It is the great- 
est problem of the day now. It has 
been so from the beginning and will so 
continue till time shall be no more. He 
referred to the invention of the telescope,' 
the vast knowledge acquired of astron- 
omy, the microscope and the minute 
details it gave to scientists regarding 
bacteriology and other sciences, yet man 
knows little of life. Life is only a little 
speck. 

The speaksr referred to Prof. Burke, 
the noted scientist of London, but a 
nitive of Galway. Ireland, who in hla 
investigations with radium has made the 
moat important discoveries of the past 
100 years. Some of these discoveries 
aided in prolonging life, but only God 
can create life. There is no education 
like that which teaches men how to live. 
He told of the doctrines of Darwin and 
Spencer relative to man's descent from 
the lower order of animals end proved 
their theories were without foundation 
iu fact. 

Life is not material; it is something 
infinite. No one can tell how much life 
there is in man. Ten men apparently in 
the best of health, of the same age, height 
and weight, might lie down in good con- 
dition one i ight and each would awake 
with a different pain or ache iu the morn- 
ing. Phyaicians do not cure, said Dr. 
Doherty, but they aid in caring for life. 
Heredity had much to do morally and 
physically with life, said the speaker, 
and he cited aeveral instances to illus- 
trate his statement. 

The Irish people are the hardiest race 
on the globe, because so much of their 
time in Ireland is spent out of doors, in 
the sunshine and fresh air. The ozone is 
apparent fifty mlies from the shore. The 
inhabitants eat fresh eggs, fresh butter 
and pure milk. That is why they are 
healthy in Ireland. On coming to Amer- 
ica their children adopt a method of liv- 
ing diametrically opposed to the lives of 
their parents. They work in dsrk snd 
ill-ventilated shops snd offices, est canned 
goods and adulterated foods, and wonder 
why they sre not healthy. The dread of 
fresh sir is the curse of civilization. 

The doctor psid his respects to patent 
medicines snd self-doctors in no uncer- 
tain terms. Whisky and opium, he said, 
were the chief ingredients of many of 
these nostrums, desr st sny price. Their 
use led to hysteria snd unrest. 

Turning to Dr. Osier snd his theory of 
ewthanasia, or putting people in pain to 
death painlessly, he denousced it as the 
most diabolical of doctrines. We dare 
not shorten life one minute. God gave 
it and only He hss the right to tske it 
away. High thinking snd plsin living 
sre the requisites thst will make sll bet- 
ter off. The church teaches sll how to 
live, morally, socially, intellectually snd 
physically. She admonishes us to know 
ourselves and to overcome our weak-

Sylvester Grove, the favorite of all Louis- 
ville audiences, fresh from his operatic 
triumphs iu the East, was compelled to 
sing song after song. James Gogan, the 
possessor of a powerful and profound 
bass voice, not ouly sang several solos, 
but gave bis celebrated imitation of the 
calling of the JeftVies-Corbett prize fight. 
John Holland, local manager of the Pos- 
tal Telegraph Company, left bis key long 
enough to charm with a tenor solo, and 
it is rare indeed that a Louisville audi- 
ence haa a chance to hear solos like those 
rendered by Tom Camfield, Jr., snd 
James Kenealey. The most versatile 
artist of the evening w as Tom Fitzgerald, 
who was at home both with the guitar 
and piano. In addition to hia instru- 
mental solos be accompanied each of the 
vocalists, and his duet with Nathan Bier- 
man was particularly appreciated. Mr. 
Bierman also exhibited his powers as a 
raconteur. He will be welcomed by Di- 
vision 4 whenever another social session 
is held. Edward Dalton, John Winn, of 
the Health Office, and several othera ex- 
pressed their uppreciation of the even- 
ing's entertainment.

Henry Asquith, during the course of a 
debate in Pirliament, has made the most 
important statement on Irish financial 
relations that has ever been elicited from 
an English Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
The Hon. John E. Redmond, tired of 
mere sympathy and promises, arose to 
call attention to the unfairness of taxa- 
tion aa it exists between England and 
Ireland. He complained that while the 
population of Ireland waa constantly 
decreasing taxation was iucreasing. He 
also chsrgedthat 75 per cent, of the taxa- 
tion in Ireland waa indirect taxation and 
fell upon the very poorest people. Red- 
mond also said that if all the transactions 
that bad taken place between the Treas- 
ury Department and Ireland were known 
it would be found that the treasury bad 
made money in every one of tbetn. 

Chancellor Asquith arose and answered 
that it would be bis special care to see 
that in the matter of education particu- 
larly, in connection with which Ireland 
had a real grievance, Irish funds were 
not unduly encroached upon and that 
the trearury should contribute all it possi- 
bly could. The Chief Secretary, he said, 
had framed a scheme for teaching Irish 
to which he hoped to be able to give full 
assent. He felt and admitted that the 
financial relations existing between Eng- 
land and Ireland were unsatisfactory and 
inequitable, and that he hoped in the 
course of the next few months to con- 
sider the whole subject and do something 
to adjust theae relations on a fairer basis. 
The Irish party listened to these very 
definite pledges with evident satisfaction 
and they were applauded also by the 
Ministerialists. The Hon. John Dillon 
then took a hand in the debate and drew 
from him a repetition of the pledges in 
an even more precise form. 

Another feature of the fight that is 
being made by the people of Erin ia evi- 
denced in the aland taken by the stand- 
ing committee of the Archbishops and 
Bishops of Ireland iu opposition to the 
education bill. The committee declares: 
"If the Ministry persists with the educa- 
tion bill there is nothing for it but resist- 
ance to the utmost limit of constitutional 
action. We shall rally to our own in 
their fight for what is dearest to them 
and to us. Our representatives in Parlia- 
ment will not fall short of what their 
countrymen in Ireland aa well aa in 
England expect of them." 

While Asquith promises Redmond 
protests, snd the Irish hierarchy threat- 
ens constitutional trouble. Sir Horace 
Plunkett has been retained in the Irish 
Land Office. He has not only been a 
Tory, but he has proven thoroughly 
incapable of administering bia depart- 
ment. Sir Horace ia also inimical to the 
policy of self -government, which Chief 
Secretary Bryce and bis colleagues have 
so strongly advocated. His retention in 
office is anything but satisfactory to the 
Irish people. 

Peer and peasant are anxious for some- 
thing more than promisea from the Gov- 
ernment. They want a definite announce- 
ment of policy. Mere sympathy for the 
Irish is out of date unless sccompanied 
by tangible relief

Reposes In an Urn in the Irish 
College at Rome, 
Italy. 



Before Msynooth became a national 
center of ecclesiastical lesrning in Ire- 
land the Irish College in Rome was 
known as the "Seminary of Bishops." 
The college was established in the six- 
teenth century snd the venersble Arch- 
bishop Plunkett, whose csnonization is 
under wsy, wss one of its first students. 

The ststue of St. Patrick above the 
door tells a visitor he baa arrived at the 
right place, and if he follows on s bit he 
will enter the church of St. Agatha, 
affiliated with the college, where lies the 
heart of O'Connell. A handsome marble 
monument with bas relief marks the 
Celtic treasure. On the top section is au 
angel comforting Erin, whs sits near a 
harp holding in her hands the precious 
urn. The lower section depiets the Lib- 
erator st the English bsr when he refused 
to take the oath. The inscription between 
the sections is in gold lettering and is as 
follows: "This monument contains the 
heart of O'Connell, who, dying at Genoa 
on bis wsy to the Eternal City, 
bequeathed his soul to God, his body to 
Ireland and hia heart to Rome." 



RECEPTION TO OERALWNES. 



Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday were 
Rogation days, that is they are the days 
annually set apart by the church for ask- 
ing blessings on the harvest snd thst 
sll evils threatening the people be 
averted. The observance of these days 
runs back to the fifth century. For half 
a century prior to 4tU* A. D. the provinces 
of Savoy and Dauphine in France had 
been visited annually by earthquakes, 
pestilences and other calamities. On 
Easter Sunday night, M9, while the peo- 
ple of Yienue, in the Province of Dau- 
phine, were assembled in the Cathedral 
with their Bishop, St. Mamertus, the 
City Hall, a grand structure, took fire. 
The flames spread furiously and all feared 
for their own homea. The divine service 
was sbandoned and the Bishop alone 
remained before the altar. 

He offered up his prayers and tears to 
appease the divine wrath. He besought 
God to put an end to the evils which 
hindered the people from serving their 
divine Lord with due affection ami fidel- 
ity. Day was beginning to .J.iwn when 
the great conflagration ceased as rapidly 
as it had begun. After celebiating mass 
the good Bishop returned thanks to God 
for so evident a favor aud then told his 
flock that prayer and penance were the 
true remedies for the evils with which 
the city and province; were afflicted and 
that during the general fright he had 
vowed rogations for this purpose. With 
the general consent of the clergy and 
people the three days preceding Ascen- 
sion day were chosen for the fulfillment 
of the vow. 

From that time and place the celebra- 
tion spread sll over the Cstholic world. 
Processions were held snd the priests 
blessed the fields snd vineyards. In our 
country the celebration is confined to 
prayers in tbe churches.

The Louisville delegates to the nstionsl 
convention of the Cstholic Knights snd 
Ladies of Americs have returned from 
Detroit, all loud in praise of the hospi- 
tality shown them and lavish in extolling 
the merits of the delegates from other 
States. President Dennis Kelley, of 
Memphis; Treasurer Miss Mary Sheridan, 
of Louisville; Financial Secretary Hayes 
and all the other Supreme officers wer~ 
re-elected save the Vice President. The 
local delegates say that the outlook for ' 
the order is better than ever andjthat the 
convention was the largest ever held. 
All of its sessions were exciting, some of 
them were tempestuous, but every dele- 
gate bad his or her voice and after all 
was over no sore spots were left behind. 
Many of the delegates from other States 
inquired for Dr. Willism B. Doherty, of 
this city. It was upon bis suggestion 
that tbe order was founded sixteen 
years ago. The Louisville representa- 
tives were glad to proclaim that the 
genial physician was still ministering to 
the care of the sick and distressed, and 
slso that be was still a loyal Knight. 

The delegates assembled st Duffy's 
Hall on Tuesday moruing of last week. 
They went to the Cathedral in a body 
for the celebration of high mass at 10 
o'clock. After the holy sacrifice all 
retired to tbe hall, where the convention 
was formally opened, after which sll 
sdjourned for dinner. On reassembling 
at 2 o'clock President Kelley announced 
committees on credentials. A recess was 
taken to give the committee an oppor- 
tunity to formulate its 
tests were made and thel 
ceeded. The committees' 
grievsncessnd resolutions were sppointed 
snd went into separate sessions, allowing 
tbe convention to adjourn until^the fol- 
lowing morning. Tuesdayl evening the 
Louisville delegates and] many others 
sttended s thester party. The orchestra 
played "My Old Kentucky Home," and 
the Louisville contingent got the "home- 
coming" fever right away. The Detroit 
people knew that Kentuckyjwas repre- 
sented in the audience. 

On Wednesday morning it Jdev eloped 
thst Chicsgo hsd the greatest number of 
delegates snd controlled tbe organiza- 
tion. At the same time the minority 
held ita own and fought every step of the 
way. Several branches hsd to be cau- 
tioned about taking in members, and 
promised to be more careful in future. 
Loyalty to the order was expressed on sll 
sides, snd tbe reports of supreme officers 
showed a gain of 2,114 since Jthe previ- 
ous convention, while the reserve fund 
bad increased $7,000 snd the general 
fund |2,000. 

Only minor changes were made in ' lie 
laws, but owing to the accumulation of 
new duties tbe sslsries of President Kelly 
snd Miss Msry Sheridsn, tbe Tressurer, 
were slightly increased. Thursday waa 
devoted to the discussion of the report of 
the Law Committee. Eventually all the 
recommendations were concurred in. 
The most important changes relsted to 
the nsture of policies. Heresfter, if a 
policy-bolder dies within the first yesr 
sfter becoming a member he or she will 
receive only half the face valne; if desth 
occurs within eighteen months the policy 
will draw three-fourths of its face value. 
After eighteen months thejbeneficiaries 
will be entitled to the full face value. 

Ssversl social featurea were arranged 
during the session; one of the most en- 
joyable was tbe ball on Wednesday night. 
After the convention sdjourned msny 
of the delegates visited Nisgsrs Falls 
and Canada. It was a great convention 
and the delegates from tbe South ac- 
quitted themselves in excellent style.

Many people appreciate the value of a 
hot water bag to relieve pain or improve 
the circulation. It ia aaid that a hot aand 
bag ia still better for this purpose. A 
pbysicisn gives the following directions: 
"Get sotns clean fine aand and dry it 
thoroughly in a kettle on the stove. 
Make a bag about eight inches square of 
flannel, fill it with the dry sand, sew the 
opening carefully together and cover the 
bag with cotton or linen cloth. This will 
prevent the aand from sifting out and 
also enable you to heat the bsg quickly 
by placing it in the oven or on the top of 
the stove. After once using this you will 
never again attempt to warm the 
feet or hands of a sick person with a 
bottle or a brick. The sand holds the 
heat for a long time, and the bag cau 
be tucked up to the back without hurt 
ing the i nvalid." 

TAKE YOUR SHARfe, 

Perhaps the most miserable kind of a 
man ia the old man who has worked hard 
all his days, accumulated an independ 
ence and retires to spend his declining 
yeara in ease. As soou aa he quita work 
he becomes miserable, for work haa 
become a habit with him. He works 
industriously year after year and gradu- 
ally draws nearer the goal. His goal is 
to have wealth to enable him to quit 
work. But when he attains the coveted 
independence he can not enjoy it. It i 
a fact that the man who works for a 
dollar can not enjoy it— his pleasure is 
in earning it. Pleasure is streaked all 
along through life, and the fellow who 
doesn't tike his share as he passes on the 
way will have hia ability to enjoy dead- 
ened, and when he geta old he will find 
with regret that the pleasures are all in 
the past. 

CARE OP TEETH. 

All decay of the teeth begins from 
without. Consequently if the teeth's 
surfaces be kept scrupulously clean they 
can not decay. Let the child early 
acquire the habit of using a small tooth 
brush dipped in chalk flavored with 
some aromatic drug, and let it under- 
stand that the places moat needing the 
brush are those between the teeth. That 
is the place where decay almost invari- 
ably appears. Mucous secretions and 
secretions of food are always found 
between the teeth after a meal. They 
may be removed with a toothpick. It ia 
almost an art to use a toothpick. One 
must beware of injuring the fleshy parts 
and leaving aplintera, which in some 
cases may cause the loaa of a tooth. 
Metal toothpicks should be altogether, 
avoided. Those of dull and hard wood 
arc beat. 1
